Escare FROM A Private LUNATIC Asr_tum.—,

Metaxcuoty Case or ÁACCIDENTAL Polen. 
On Tuesday, Mr. Coroner Honohan held an inquest at 
Fort Richard, in this county, on the body of Mr. Joho 
Galway, a gentleman of high respectability, who had met 
his death under the following melancholy circumstances— 
The deceased, not having been in very good health for 
some time past, was ordered by his medical attendant to 
take occasional doses of cream of tartar, and on Saturday 
last, having used what he had of his medicine in the house, 
he gave one of the members of his family who was coming 
to Cork a commission to bring him sixpennyworth, not 
of cream of tartar, but of tartar emetic, the similarity of 
the names no doubt causing the mistake. He repeated 
the name tartar emetic several times to his son, for fear 
of forgetfulness on the part of the latter, and he reques 
his nephew, a young medical student, who was ona visit 
at the house at the time, to remind his son of the tartar 
emetic when in town. The nephew, supposing that the 
deceased wanted it for the purpose of poisoning rats, pre- 
mised compliance, and accordingly the sixpennyworth of 
tartar emetic was purchased at a druggist’s shop in town. 
As is always done on the sale of poison, the words, 
“tartar emetic—poison” were written in large let- 
ters on the outside of the package, which was put into 
another paper, and the young man delivered it to Mr. 
Galway, on their return. On Sunday morning Mr. 
Galway, not noticing the words written on the package, 
opened it, and took a teaspoonful—the required dose— 
of its contents. He had no sooner swallowed the poison 
than he discovered his mistake, and informed the 
younger members of- his family of it. His nephew, 
having some knowledge of medicine, gave him an emetic, 
in hopes that he would throw off the poison, and medical 
assistance was sent for immediately, which arrived in 
half an hour ; but the remedies applied were of no avail, 
and the deceased gradually sank, and died in about 
eight hours. The jury returned a verdict of accidental 
death by poisoning.—Cork Examiner.

Faicutrut AccipENT.—An accident of a most 
frightful nature, involving the loss of one life and ca us- 
ing serious injury to five other persons, occurred on 
Wednesday morning, on board the new steamship U later, 
built by Messrs. Samuelson and Co., at Hull, and at 
present being fitted with machinery 
Dock. A number of men had been working all Tuesday 
night; and it was about half-past five on Wednesday 
morning that the accident occurred. A huge cylinder, 
weighing 23} tons, had to be elevated a little, in order 
to allow the engineers to place it in its proper 
For this purpose a crane, weighing nearly a 
ton, placed upon two large beams, 14 inches by 15 inches 
thick, elevated above the deck, directly over the space 
in the ship allotted to the engines, and which had 
several times previously lifted the ponderous cylinder, 
A number of men 
were upon the two beams at the crane, and another lot 
of men was in the bottom of the ship placiog packages 
under the cylinder, as it was being raised by the crane. 
It had been raised to an elevatioa of about three inches, 
which was all that was required, and the men on the 
top were just about to fasten the crane, when a sudden 
cracking was heard. Some of the men on the top 
rushed on to the paddle boxes, and one jumped upon 
the deck, but in an instant one of the 
aod a man named Thomas Smith, along with the crane, 
was precipitated to the bottom of the ship, a distance 
of over 40 feet. He fell underneath the crane, and was 
killed on the spot. In falling the crane broke into seve- 
ral pieces, and five other men who were engaged in 
packing thecylinder were severely crushed by the pieces 
falling upon them, The men were i 
cated, and removed—Thomas Burton and William Pos- 
till to the Infirmary,and James Kowland, Martin Souling, 
and Robert Garret: to their homes.
